I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1965 ,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 


I  have  little  comment  to  make  on  the  statistics, 
except  to  point  out  the  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  men  now 
outnumbers  all  other  forms  of  death  from  cancer.  The  relation¬ 
ship  of  this  disease,  and  of  bronchitis,  with  cirgarette  smoking, 
is  repeatedly  emphasized  but  to  little  effect.  When  will  the 
penny  drop  ? 


In  thanking  Mr.  Morley  for  his  report  I  would  like 
to  draw  members1  attention  to  the  wide  variety  of  tasks  he  has 
to  undertake  as  Public  Health  Inspector;  when  to  these  is  added 
those  of  his  duties  as  Surveyor,  one  is  not  surprised  that  Rural 
District  Council  Public  Health  Inspector/Surveyors  sometimes 
complain  of  overwork.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  SECTION  OF  REPORT^ 

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMK^  IN  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Rural  District  comprises  26  parishes  covering  an  area 
of  49,727  acres  and  is  situated  in  the  North  Western  portion  of 
the  County. 

There  are  no  exceptionally  large  villages  within  the 
district ,  but  each  parish  has  a  village  or  hamlet  forming  a 
nucleus . 


Agriculture  is  the  major  industry,  but  on  account  of 
mechanisation  and  rationalisation  within  the  industry  the  number 
of  persons  finding  employment  in  farming  is  gradually  declining. 

On  the  other  hand  the  tendency  for  people  in  Hereford 
and  Leominster  to  reside  in  the  rural  district  still  continues  and 
is  regarded  as  beneficial  to  the  area  in  all  respects. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  Regional  and  Village  Supplies 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  within  the  statutory  area  of  the 
supply  of  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  and  mains  supplies  are 
available  in  the  greater  portion  of  the  district. 

A  scheme  for  supplying  the  Westhope  Hill  area  of  Canon 
Pyon  has  been  prepared  by  the  Water  Board  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  Weobley  sew age  disposal  works  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily,  but  if  housing  development  within  the  village 
is  to  continue,  extensions  at  the  works  will  become  necessary. 

As  is  previous  years,  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  the  removal  and  disposal  of  sewage  sludge. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Dilwyn  was  not-  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  due  to 
unforseen  circumstances,  but  completion  should  become  effective 
during  the  early  months  of  1966. 

The  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  New  End  area  of  Canon 
Pyon  was  completed  in  April,  1965. 

Proposals  for  a  small  sewerage  scheme  with  an  extended 
aeration  plant  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  Upper  and  Lower 
Moccas.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been 
introduced,  although  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  suitable 
labour  are  still  being  experienced. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  be  a  major  problem  and 
one  which  it  is  suggested  can  only  be  dealt  with  in  the  long 
term  by  the  introduction  of  either  fully  controlled  tipping 
or  some  suitable  mechanical  means  of  disposal.  The  importance 
of  the  matter  has  previously  been  stressed. 

On  the  various  collection  rounds,  the  refuse  freighter 
travelled  some  6046  miles  throughout  the  year  at  an  estimated 
average  mileage  per  gallon  of  fuel  of  6.8

Dis crctionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since  1952 
and  so  far  125  proposals  have  been  approved,  two  of  which  were 
later  withdrawn  by  the  applicants.  Dwellings  improved  under 
this  scheme  now  amount  to  6,6%  of  the  total  number  of  occupied  houses. 

Three  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  six  were  completed  and  grants  paid. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to  be 
well  received  and  during  the  year  26  applications  were  made,  19 
of  which  were  approved  with  20  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959,  some  146 
proposals  amounting  to  about  7 • 79°  of  the  total  occupied  houses  in  the 
area  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being  later  withdrawn 
by  the  applicants. 


HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 

Following  the  completion  of  l4  non-traditional  type 
houses  and  six  bungalows  at  Canon  Pyon,  proposals  for  the 
erection  of  J>6  houses  and  two  bungalov/s  in  the  parishes  of 
Bishopstone,  Kings  Pyon,  Norton  Canon  and  Staunton-on-V/ye , 
were  well  advanced  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  seemed 
likely  that  a  commencement  would  be  made  on  construction 
during  the  early  months  of  1966. 

The  erection  of  industrialised  or  non-traditional 
dwellings  has  resulted  in  a  much  quicker  completion  of 
building  schemes. 

Future  proposals  include  six  dwellings  at  Moccas, 
six  dwellings  at  Preston-on-Vye ,  a  Group  Dwellings  scheme 
at  V/eobley  for  the  accommodation  of  Elderly  Persons  and  a 
scheme  to  convert  the  existing  former  school  and  school  house 
at  Letton  into  accommodation  for  Problem  Families.

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  samples  of  milk 
are  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  also  bio- 
logical  examination.  Thirty five  samples  were  sent  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination  during  the  year. 

Food  Premises 

As  a  result  of  the  trend  towards  working  in  town  and 
residing  in  the  country,  gradually  people’s  shopping  habits 
appear  to  have  undergone  a  change.  In  many  instances  it  seems 
that  an  increasing  proportion  of  shopping  is  being  carried  out 
in  the  large  town  shops  and  this  h  resulted  in  a  streamlining 
of  the  former  village  stores,  all  of  which  have  in  the  past  few 
years  been  modernised. 

It  is  noticeable  too,  particularly  in  country  areas,  that 
more  and  more  foods  are  now  being  displayed  and  sold  in  pre¬ 
packed  wrappers ,  and  from  a  food  hygiene  point  of  view  this 
tendency  is  generally  regarded  as  being  satisfactory.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  BUTCHERS  SHOPS 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  iVeobley,  both  of 
which  are  used  regularly.  Both  establishments  have  been  recently 
improved. 

During  the  year  116  Beasts,  212  Sheep,  98  Lambs  and  193 
Pigs  were  slaughtered  at  the  two  establishments  and,  after 
inspection,  the  following  meat  was  considered  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  was  voluntarily  surrendered: - 

39  Bovine  livers,  13  sheep  livers,  16  pigs'  livers, 

10  lambs'  livers,  1  pig's  head,  1  beast's  heart  and 
1  lamb's  hindquarters. 

By  comparison  with  1964,  slightly  more  animals  were 
slaughtered  in  the  area  -  2.8$  more. 

100$  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  has  been 
maintained,  although  as  in  previous  years  this  has  frequently 
meant  the  working  of  extra  time,  outside  normal  working  hours.
